AIUNY CHILDHEH FED 
IT SOUP KITCHENS 

Measures Prevent Much Suf¬ 
fering in Coal Strike Area 
in Wales 

Cardiff, Wales. May Id.—While 
negotiations are going forward In 
dignified Downing Street. London, 
for a settlement of the coal mine 
lookout and strike in Orest Britain, 
thousands of children of miners are 
being fed In soup kitchens In lhe 
little towns dotting the vnlleys of 
the South Wales coalfield. The 
number of kitchens Is being in¬ 
creased daily ns the prolonged 
struggle between the miners and 
mine owners necessitates town after 
town being added to the number 
where a large prOporlion of the 
youngsters receive daily meals a* 
children's meases. Srhoolhouae* and 
chapels serve ope or two meals dally 
under the supervision of the educa¬ 
tion committee. The county coun¬ 
cils pay the bills, under the neces¬ 
sitous school children act, • 
RHONDDA VALLEY 
The Rhondda Vallsy Is a centre of 
distress. Ho up kitchens there were 
opened ten days ago. Without them 
the children of the populous dis¬ 
tricts where collieries overhang the 
huddled cottages of the miners would 
be hungry, as the miners' strike pay 
Is only eighteen shillings a weak, 
with two shillings added for each 
child. Miners' families usually arc 
large. In them, ten children are not 
uncommon and the cost of living Is 
high. The average family pays from 
asven to ten shillings as weekly 
rental for Its stone cottage of from 
one to flv* rooms. Most of these 
cottages are unsanitary. 

Since the establishment of tb? 
soup kitchens, the school masters 
■ay. the children have been better 
fed than for six months. 

Despite the gravity of the sit¬ 
uation. no talk Is heard among the 
miners of surrender to the Govern¬ 
ment’s proposals for lower wage*. 

There stems evsry Indication they 
are ready to face worse times if 
necessary.

The way to industrial peace in Cleat Britain will 
be a plain road when employer! and employee* get 
together and adopt at far at may be practicable the 
methods that are m operation in the neighboring re¬ 
public. What answered the purpose in the Old 
Country in 1900 will not answer the purpose in 1926 
if other competing nation* have discarded the ancient 
contrivance for something that will do the same job 
cheaper and quicker. It is true that this is mere 
generalization; tt the tame time the members of the 
investigstiag commission told The Daily Mail and 
the country gt Urge that one great American indus¬ 
trialist said to them that hit countrymen had invented 
nothing: but they "had limply taken and utilizad the 
overspill of British intellect." He was going too far. 
of course, when he said this, hut The element of truth 
in the statement it contained in the fact that there 
is more opportunity for the trained and thoughtful 
worker in a country which is ready to take n chance 
with anything new than there is in one which hesitates 
to keep in step with the times. 

The important thing to remember is that modern 
methods of production have put the individual worker 
in the United States in th* position of an owner. This 
has assured for the industrial life of th* country com¬ 
parative freedom from thoee serious dislocations which 
usually arise from a discontented state among th* 
employees. A similar relationship can be produced in 
Great Britain. But Capital and Labor mutt do as 
Premier Baldwin advises and "pull together." Many 
corners will have to be rounded o# before the oper¬ 
ation will be smooth work; yet there could never be 
any suggestion that th* British employer and the 
British worker will fail where others have succeeded. 

One of the investigators pointed out that much 
mischief it being done nt present in Great Britain by 
demarcation troubles, which prevent trade unionists 
from moving from unpro*permit to prosperous trade 
unions, while practically every element of elasticity 
m the country's industrial organization it lost. Com¬ 
pared with what it involved snd what could be done, 
these and many other handicap* ought to bo compara¬ 
tively simple to remove when once th* right sort of 
co-operation is employed. 

Th* mam point for industrial Britain to remem¬ 
ber it that the worker to-day ha* a new outlook— 
quite a peaceful one—and one of the most important 
ambitions in that outlook it a determination to raise 
hi* standard of livmg. He is entitled to that and he 
will get it. The American workman has got k by 
co-operation. That method has paid him. It hat paid 
the employer. It will pay both in Britain.

I N OBSERVING THAT THE BUDGET 
hat passed the House of Common, at Ottawa 
by a comfortable margin the morning paper sajre the 
Progressives, Lsborites. and Independent! have re¬ 
ceived their price for tupporting the Government in 
die ihape of legiilntion which may be "a cortly price 
for the country at a whole." 

It is not surprising that our morning contempor¬ 
ary it bitterly disappointed that tb* King Government 
hat increased it! working majority on vital issue* 
from three to fifteen during the four months in which 
Parliament hat been in session. But it hat nothing 
with which lo reproach itself. Ever since the budget 
was introduced it hat supported the criticism which 
the Conservative members of the House have leveled 
at it. All of it has been in vain, of court*, and w* 
agree with The Vancouver Daily Province when 
it says: 

Talk as they might, th* Conservatives have 
not born able to dobat* out of th* pockris of 
many votsra tb« extra money which th* tax re¬ 
duction* have left there and ta r alt the i ktNT 
of tholr attack*. th*y quit* evidently realised 
that they were making no headway. 

This is the important point of the budget. Hie 
married man who it earning $3,000 a year will have 
forty dollar* that he would have paid on that income 
under the old leak to ipend on other thingi. Imtead 
of paying eighty dollars on an income of $4,000 he 
trill now pay only twenty dollars snd find excellent 
use for the other sixty. Th* effect of this will be a 
greater spending capacity in the case of a large 
w..mhe, of people, and a greater spending capacity 
means a greater demand for th* products of Cana¬ 
dian factories, in itself a promire that new stimulus 
will be lent to industrial development throughout tha 

country. „ 

One of the most amazing features of the budget 
debate, of course, waa the absence of any statement 
of policy from Mr. Meighen. From day to day the 
country naturally looked for some concrete proposal 
upon which to rest an amendment: but the best 
the Conservative leader could do was to frame hit 
party's objections to Mr. Robb’s proposals by con- 
demning the Government for making soy alterations 
in the tariff before Parliament had heard the recom¬ 
mendations of the Commission which it recently ap¬ 
pointed to examine the question. But Mr. Meighen 
was in a difficult position. He knows that the Con¬ 
servatives of the Maritime ftovinces want a lower, 
and not a higher, tarif: he also knows that the 
Conservatives of the Prairies are all in favor of leu 
restriction in trading and art heartily in accord with 
the lower scale of import duties. With this serious 
division of opinion within his own party, therefore, 
it is small wonder that its kader dared not commit 
himself or hit followers. 

It it plain, however, that Mr. Meighen missed 
an opportunity for constructive objection lo the Gov¬ 
ernment's proposals when he did not press for the 
removal of die tax on dividends from companies. Ha 
could have emphasized the point that these already are 
taxed in the form of profib. arguing that a second 
attack on them at dividends will work contiderabk 
hardship and probably have a deterrent effect upon 
capital investments. This it a flaw in the budget. 
Otherwise w* venture to say that it is about the most 
popular one any Canadian Minister of Finance hat 
presented to the people of this country for many a 
day.

Agriculturists Forecast Large 
Yield of Most Fruits Around 
Victoria 

Cherry Yield to be Large But 
Apple Crop to be Lighter 
Than Last Year 

Crop prospects on* Vancouver 
Island and on the Gulf Islands are 
nummarlaed in the weekly new* let¬ 
ter of the horticultural branch of the 
Department of Agriculture, pub¬ 
lished to-day. Generally, experts of 
the department expect a lame fruit 
crop In the areas rontlnguous to 
Victoria. They outline condition* 
a* follows: * 

’The rainfall during th* ftret four 
month* of the year wu considerably 
below normal and moisture condi¬ 
tions were reaching a eerlous atate. 
when heavy rains fell on May 2 and 
4. Cool weather followed for a few 
days. Warm weather has now re- 
turned, and the proapecta are that 
It will be hot and dry. 

"The rainfall did a tremendous 
amount of good to all crops. 

"The season Is from two weeks to I 
three weeks earlier than usual, and 
one of the earliest season* on re- 
cord- 

“Magoon strawberries are past full 
bloom and utrawing la In progress 
Picking of Magoons should start I 
about May 24. 

"Marshall strawberries have | 
already been picked In small quan¬ 
tities. 

SOME CROP KXPECTEO 

"New patches of strawberries In , 
most cooes are looking particularly 
good since the rain, but tbe older I 
patches do not give such good pro¬ 
mise The total tonnage should be | 
about the same aa 1925. 

"loganberries ore almost In full 
bloom, and appear la excellent coa- 
dIt ion. Prospects are for a consid¬ 
erable increase In tonnage over 1925. 

Raspberries are also In bloom, 
but there la no bloom showing on 
Himalaya blackberries aa yet. 

"Gooseberries are a good alse, and 
aome have already been on the 
market. Currant*, both red and 
black, ore slxlng up well. 

"The blooming period la past on 
all fruit trees. 

"Cherrlea both sweet and sour 
give promise of a very good crop. 
Plums and prunes are not no good. 

"Pears appear te have set well, 
hut the crop of apple* will probably 
be considerably lighter than In 1925. 

"Aa an Indication of the earllneas 
of the season It Is Interesting to not * 
that the calyx spray was being ap¬ 
plied aa early aa April 2ft."

In Calgary It was ehown an agree¬ 
ment hod been reached between the 
Caljptry Contractors* Association and 
carpenters providing for a steallly 
Increasing wag# scale until April. 
1929. This gives carpenters 90 cent* 
per hour from May this year until 
Juty. From that date until April. 
1927, a rate of 9S cents per hour 
would be given, and after May. 1922, 
91 per hour will be the wage paid to 
carpenters In that city. 

Regina carpenters also had recent¬ 
ly received a wage Increase, It was 
pointed out. One dollar per hour Is 
being paid to carpenters In that city, 
sn increase of 2ft cents per hour over 
the previous ecale. Winnipeg car¬ 
penters also arc receiving that 
amount, it woe ehown. 

Since their demand lias been en¬ 
dorsed by the local Trades and Labor 
Council carpenters will hold their 
mass meeting to-morrow night, and 
a strike vote will probably be held. 
If this le passed, carpenters will be 
out on strike next week.
